"The pleasant evening I spent in 
your home last May is still in my 
memory. And that evening I promised 
I would write you a letter when I 
arrived in France. 

"France is a great country, and the 
French people are treating us royally; 
they leave nothing undone to give us 
comfort, and we truly appreciate their 
hospitality. The war has hit them 
very hard, but they take it fine. 

"It is soldiers, soldiers, no matter 
where you go; you see all kinds, and 
they are all a happy lot. One day 
I was out on some work, and I met 
a young French soldier. He came up 
to me and shook hands, and then said, 
'What part of the States do you come 
from?' Well, I pretty nearly fell 
over, when he came out with the Eng- 
lish. He had been in the States for 
ten years, and came back to France 
when the war broke out. He staid 
with me all day, and we had a great 
time, swapping stories. 

"It is very hard for us to write an 
interesting letter, for we are under a

Dear Lardie: 

I am spending most of my time 
looking for the lad that caused the ex- 
pression, "Sunny France." He must 
have been a bush league umpire. We 
have the nicest collection of rainy 
weather ever found. Some say it is 
caused by vibration from the contin- 
uous explosion of the large guns. The 
soil is very rich and the broad valleys 
are filled with large farms. Every 
two or three miles you pass through 
a small village and along the rail- 
roads you find larger towns with fac- 
tories and munition plants, each place 
doing their part to win the war. A' 
France is working like a huge ma- 
chine and their vigor alone makes 
them unbeatable. We hoped to pass 
through Paris but did not. 

I would like to tell you of many 
daily happenings, but the censor will 
not pass them so I will have to tell 
you of things of less importance. The 
constant rainfall makes the soil so 
rich that they can not grow water^ 
melons. The vines grow so fast they 
drag the melons around and wear 
them to pieces. The French employ 
the day light saving system and we 
never use artificial light. We're up 
in the morning at five-fifteen, have 
setting up exercises and then chow 
(I mean breakfast). The morning is 
taken up by drill; we eat at eleven- 
thirty, drill in the afternoon, and 
sapper at five-thirty. The days are 
either hot or rainy and the nights 
cold. They say it is so cold here in 
winter that if you set a bucket of ho 
water outside, it freezes so quick the 
ice is warm yet. The farmers are 
taking in their crops and they have 
had a good harvest. They have large 
gardens on mountain sides, in fact, 
they waste no ground at all. Much 
of their freight is shipped by canal— 
every, valley has one. 

If you will send me Our Town, I 
will appreciate it. Write often, for 
even if I can't mail I can always re- 
ceive it.

The Association supplies, gratis, one million 
sheets of stationery a day, that the mothers and sisters and 
sweethearts of the soldier or sailor boy may hear from him. 



It is said that coal is $80.00 a ton in France and hard to 
get at that. A part of the $35,000,000.00 will be used to buy 
coal that your boy may have a warm place to go on these cold 
winter nights. There is no fire in the billets and barracks 
where our troops abroad are now quartered. 



And it must not be forgotten that the Y. M. C. A. is 
working in the camps of our allies as well as with our own 
forces. We are helping the French, the Belgians, the Rus- 
sians, the Rumanians. Mr. Braden, a Narberth resident, and 
a "Y" secretary, expects to sail soon for work in the Italian 
army. We are working, too, for the Germans in the French 
and English prison camps — the Y. M. C. A. is non-sectarian. 
It helps every person it sees in need, regardless of creed or 
nationality. 



There have been very few days to perfect our local org- 
anization. We want to reach everyone in or near the borough, 
but it is not unlikely that some few may' be overlooked by the 
canvassers, or perhaps not be at home when they call. If such 
should be the case with you, may we ask that you leave your 
contribution with Postmaster Haws. We believe that every 
resident of Narberth will assist gladly in this work if the 
plan can be explained fully to them — it offers so many won- 
derful possibilities for doing so much for the boys who are 
going out to fight our battles and help make the world free 
for democracy.

Mr. Edward W. Bok's contribution 
of $25,000 to the Y. M. C. A. War 
Fund was very generous, and equally 
fine was his candid admission that he 
had formerly misjudged the Y. M. C.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

Any day that we are not called 
upon to subscribe to some good cause, 
notably the Liberty Loan, Red Cross, 
Belgian Relief, etc., we may count 
an unusual day.

However, the men and 
boys who have assumed the brunt o'' 
the thing by giving up their positions, 
family comforts, and homes are to h n . 
considered before we stay-at-homes. 
Our task is to dig, down into our pock- 
ets to the limit — and then some — and 
not make a face over it either. We 
have by far the easier end of the job. 

While we are enjoying the comforts 
of home, warm rooms, warm beds and 
good meals, what about the boys— 
our boys — in the camps and 
trenches? Coal costs eighty dollars 
per ton in Prance and you may be 
sure there isn't much of it being used 
there. That is only one feature to 
bring to our minds an approximate 
idea of conditions our boys have to 
face. When they are cold, lonesome 
or homesick and the need of warmt' 1 
or cheering society, when they want 
to write home, there is only one place 
to go, namely, the Y. M. C. A. The 
Y. M. C. A. is the connecting link be- 
tween home and the trenches a' 
that's no figure of speech either. We 
all should have a proper appreciation 
of the immense importance of the 
Y. M. C. A. in this war. Believe me. 
kind reader, if you could have heard 
what T have heard on this subject and 
how vitally necessary to the welfare 
of the very flower of our nation is 
this Y. M. 0. A. influence you would 
sympathize with my deadly serious- 
ness in the matter. I am not a Y. M. 
C. A. man. and. furthermore thi^ 
does not concern the local Y. M. C 
A., excepting as the latter is only the 
agent for the larger bodv. Th^re 
isn't one of us who hasn't his or he** 
troubles to make ends meet in thes° 
trying times, but, T repeat, we are 
havintr the easier end of the job. 

About twenty- lour families in Nar- 
berth have given one or more sous 
to the cause, taking the chances of 
never seeing them again or having 
them sent home crippled for life. 

It is for boys of this kind the Y. 
M. C. A. is working. Could there be 
a better cause under the whole wide 
canopy of Heaven? And yet, one so- 
licitor for this fund who called at 
ten homes on Sunday came back with 
the munificent total of one dollar. 

The natural inquiry that comes to 
your mind, kind reader, after heariner 
that is "Are we such a cold hearted, 
miserly bunch as all that and have 
we warm red blood in our veins or 
only ice water?" Or we might sav 
"God have mercy on the people of 
the Year 'Round Home Town if that 
is the kind of a gang they are." But 
such comment would hardly be fair 
There are a few of the breed in every 
town, but I know that the nature o" 
the campaign and its purposes have 
not been clearly presented to our peo- 
ple as a whole and when they are 
thoroughly understood Narberth wil 1 
not need to hang her head in shame — 
she never did.

Washington, D. C, October 3, 1917. : 
To the Public: — 

The time is approaching to give j 
thought to bringing Christmas cheer ; 
to the American soldiers and sailors 
abroad. 

Arrangements have been perfected 
whereby the Christmas mail to the 
American Expeditionary Forces in 
Europe is to be delivered by Christ-: 
mas morning. Without the fullest co- 
operation on the part of the public, i 
it will be impossible to accomplish | 
this result. 

The three essential respects in 
which the public can aid in assuring 
a happy Christmas -at the front are: 
Mail early, address intelligently, and 
pack securely. For this reason it is 
urgently requested that all persons 
having Christmas mail for the soldiers 
and sailors and the civilian units at- 
tached to the army in Europe, observe 
closely the following directions: 

1. Mails to reach the soldiers in 
France by Christmas morning must be 
posted not later than November 15. 

2. Every package must bear con- 
spicuously the words "Christmas 
Mail," the complete address of the per- 
son for whom it is intended, and, in 
the upper lefthand corner, the name 
and address of the sender. 

3. Every parcel must be so packed 
and wrapped as to admit easy Inspec- 
tion by the postmaster. No parcel 
will be dispatched to France which 
has not the postmaster's certificate 
that it contains no prohibited articles.

If this is not done im- ■ 
mediately a serious calamity and na- 
tional disgrace is inevitable. ! 

"The American women who compose 
the Red Cross should prepare with all 
the enthusiasm and speed possible the 
dressings which are going to mean life 
or death to our own men." j 

To visualize the great need of sur- 
gical dressings one has to reflect that 
only a few weeks ago two and one- 
half millions of surgical dressings 
went down in one ship, and that the 
cases are numerous where an entire 
box of dressings is used on one 
patient. 

It is imperative that women of the 
Red Cross in Southeastern Pennsyl- 
vania Chapter increase immediately 
this needed supply of surgical dress- 
ings that the front is calling for.

POST OFFICE INFORMATIOV 



Upon every parcel or package trans- 
ported from one point in the United 
States to another by parcel post, on 
which the postage amounts to twenty- 
five cents or more there shall be paid 
a tax or one cent for each twenty-five 
cents or fractional part thereof, charge 
for such transportation to be paid by 
the consignor. No such parcel or 
package shall be transported until a 
stamp or stamps representing the act 
shall have been affixed thereto. (Act 
of October 3, 1917, Sec. 807, par. 11.) 



SEVEN POUND LIMIT ON 

PARCELS TO FRANCE 

Parcels of Fourth Class or Domes- 
tic Parcel Post matter for and from 
the American Expeditionary Forces in 
France, on and after November 1, 
1917, will be limited to seven pounds 
in weight instead of to twenty pounds 
as heretofore. Owing to the fact 
that the French Railway Companies, 
under their agreement with the 
French Government, restrict the 
weight of parcel post packages car- 
ried by them it becomes necessary to 
provide for the reduction in the fore- 
going order, by which the weight 
limit on a single package is reduced 
from twenty to seven pounds.

Washington, D. C, October 15, 1917.

WOMEN VOTE TO TRY 
NEW NARBERTH PLAN 



Other Conferences Are Being 
Planned 



Another important and definite step 
toward the perfection of the new Nar- 
bertll Plan for co-operative buying 
and economical merchandising, in the 
interest of the entire community, was 
taken last Wednesday evening at a 
conference between the representa- 
tives of the various women's organ- 
izations in Narberth and the citizens 
who have been developing the plan 
in collaboration with Mr. A. B. Ross, 
of the State Committee of Public Safe- 
ty. The conference was held in the 
Community Room of the Y. M. C. 
A. and was attended by twenty-nine 
men and women. 

Mr. W. R. D. Hall opened the meet- 
ing, telling first how the Narberth 
Plan had been suggested by Mr. Ross, 
who is a resident of Narberth, and 
then of Mr. Ross* varied experiences 
in dealing, with similar problem?. 

Mr. Ross gave a general talk on ihe 
universal need for more efficiency 
and more economical marketing 
methods on the part of the retailer 
and the consumer. He then explained 
the Narberth Plan in detail, stressing 
the part that the housewives will play 
and the benefits that will accrue to 
the consumer. Mr. Ross illustrated 
his talk with facts and figures on a 
blackboard. 

When he had finished his talk, Mr. 
Ross asked for questions. A number 
of the men and women asked for 
further explanations as to various 
phases of the plan and made a num- 
ber of suggestions and criticisms. 

After all the questions had been 
answered, Mr. Hall suggested that 
there should be some expression from 
the men and women attending the 
meeting, as to whether or not they 
wanted to see the Narberth Plan 
tried. The question was put to a vote 
and it was unanimously agreed to 
proceed with the perfection of the 
plan. 

Mr. Hall further suggested that a 



permanent organization should be 
effected, with the result that he was 
chosen chairman, and E. A. Mus- 
champ, secretary. 

Preliminary arrangements were 
then made for another conference with 
still another of the local interests 
vitally connected with this plan. As 
soon as these conferences can be com- 
pleted, the plan will be in final shape 
for presentation to the public. 



TAVO-CENT POSTAL CARDS AND 

THREE-CENT STAMPS AND 

STAMPED ENVELOPES 

Under the Act of Congress ap- 
proved October 3, 1917, changing the 
rates of postage, the department will 
begin issuing two-cent postal cards 
and three-cent postage stamps and 
stamped envelopes as soon as a sup- 
ply can be manufactured. It will not 
be possible., however, to provide them 
in sufficient quantities to exchange 
stamps or one-cent postal cards, two- 
cent stamps or two-cent envelopes 
held by the public or by postmasters. 
It will, therefore, be necessary, begin- 
ning November 2d, 1917, when the new 
postage rates become effective for 
I postmasters to continue the sale of 
one-cent post cards and two-cent en- 
velopes while their stock lasts and for 
! the public to affix additional stamps 
! to envelopes and cards to the amount 
! of increase of postage.
